»  The  Two  Tariffs. 

Two  tariffs  are  now  before  the  peo¬ 
ple;  that,  known  as  the  Mills  Bill, 
originating  in  the  House,  a  Demo¬ 
cratic  measure ;  and  the  bill  lately 
presented  by  the  Finance  Committee 
of  the  Republican  Senate.  In  one 
thing  only  do  they  agree — in  provid¬ 
ing  for  a  large  jiermaneut  reduction 
of  the  revenue.  Their  lines  of  disa 
greement  are  distinctly  m'arked.  The 
Republican  measure  provides  for  a  re¬ 
duction  of  one  half  in  the  tariff  upon 
sugar,  a  necessary  article-of  daily  con¬ 
sumption  in  every  family  ;  a  reduction  j  p.  Dodd,  Johu  Lawrence.  N.  H.  I>odd, 
in  the  internal  revenue  collected  uj*on 
tobacco  and  spirits  used  in  the  arts, 
with  a  moderate  scaliug  down  of  du¬ 
ties  upon  manufactured  goods.  The 
Mills  JJill  provides  for  f.  ee  raw  mate- 
'  rials,  including  wool,  lumber,  salt, 
agricultural  products,  and  other  ina 
terials,  a  small  reduction  in  the  duty 
upon  sugar,  and  a  large  reduction  in 
the  duties  upon  manufactured  pro¬ 
ducts.  Home  industries  are  amply 
protected  in  the  Senate  bill,  while  in 
the  Mills  Bill  they  are  exjiosed  to  the 
merciless  competition  of  foreign  man 
ufacturers.  The  former  is  conceived 
with  a  patriotic  purpose  to  advauce 
home  interests,  encourage  the  devel- 
inent  of  l\pme  industries,  ami  secure 
good  wages  to  workingmen  :  the  lat¬ 
ter  aims  only  to  procure  cheap  goods, 
cheap  wages  and  cheap  men.  As 
General  Harrison  has  well  said  in  his 
letter  of  acceptance,  “It.  is  not  a  con 
test  of  schedules,  but  between  wide- 
aj#irt  principles."  Each  party  has 
acted  from  conviction.  The  differ 
ence  is  irreconcilable.
